T A Y L E R ON T H E TAR IF F. 


The 
views of Congressman Robert 
W. Taylor, of this district, recently 
expressed before the industrial co m ­ 
mission, are attracting wide attention 
and much favorable 
comment. 
Mr. 
T ayler made 
tw o points.- They are 
t h a t trusts are harmful, but that tink­ 
ering with the tariff is not the way 
t o curb them. He said the removal of 
th e 
tariff on steel would 
probably 
h u r t the steel trust to some extent, 
but it would do irreparable injury to 
th e workingmen, and to the m anufac­ 
turers of steel, tin plate and other pro­ 
ducts in th e manufacture 
of 
which 
great quantities of iron and steel are 
used. 
He maintained that 
the formation 
of any combination that gives men 
such great power as is wielded by the 
heads of the various trusts is a m e n ­ 
ace to the people. 
He ridiculed the 
idea that publicity would remedy or 
curb the trusts, and frankly stated lie 
knew no remedy for them. 
He showed 
th a t the biggest trusts were greatly 
overcapitalized, 
ami 
the 
inference 
may be drawn that the public will 
some day grow weary of buying w a ­ 
tered stock at tile behest of trust pro­ 
moters. 
Concerning the tariff. Mr. Tayler an ­ 
nounced the general principle that the 
history of the country for th e past 
few years and the present conditions 
demand that there should not be the 
slightest relaxing of the tariff princi­ 
ple as now embodied in the Dingle}’ 
bill. 
T he relation of the tariff to trusts. 
he said, is only incidental. The Ding- 
ley law' embodies, he said, the 
idea 
th a t the American civilization is on a 
higher plane than any other, and re- | 
quires a higher reward for its labor | 
to maintain that excellence. 
When 
ever the labor cost is greater than 
elsewhere it is necessary that there 
should 
be 
an 
equalizing influence. 
such as the Dingley law. 
Primarily, 
therefore, the protective tariff was in j 
th e interest of labor. 
Even the far­ 
mer, lie said, gets a reciprocal bentlet. 
Trusts were not the outgrowth of pro­ 
tection. though 
some 
trusts 
might 
thrive under it. just as the sun might 
cause weeds to grow. 


DOCTORED MILK. 
A Cincinnati medical journal gives 
some hot weather advice that ought 
to be of value in this city, in view of 
the recent reports 
that 
'em balm ed 
m ilk” is sold by certain local (lair} 
men. 
The following extract 
from the 
Lancot-Clinic is certainly worthy the 
attention 
of 
others besides medical 
men: 
“ it is well that physicians should be 
on their guard in eases of sudden s i c k ­ 
ness in families, anil ask for samples 
of milk, ice cream and butter used in 
tin' family for analysis. These samples 
should be submitted to 
the 
family 
druggist by the family physician for 
analysis. If formaldehyde is found as 
an explanation for the illness, 
civil 
suits for damages should bo brought 
against the dairymen who vended the 
milk. Any of the large city new spa­ 
pers could institute a searching 
ex 
amination of the 
milk supply of 
a 
city and attain startling results. 
‘‘T he milk that does not sour during 
a th under storm or remains unsoured 
in hot weather without ice is to be 
placed under the ban of suspicion. The 
milkman who 
carries his cans about 
in the hot sun without any pretense 
at keeping the same cool should 
be 
closely observed and his milk supply 
teste d by the family druggist.”

to use six carloads of pottery a month 
in its scheme trade. 
These goods arc 
given away with sales and are bought 
at prices in most instances ’way be­ 
low’ the regular sales schedule. 
This 
not only has a depressing effect on 
the regular market, hut has a tendency 
to sloppy manufac turing. The 
goods 
are taken at reduced prices and are 
to be given away; hence m a nufactur 
ers are inclined to rush th em through 
with little care, and in the cheapest, 
roughest manner. 
And this is not 
all. 
We are told on th e 
authority of 
some of the best practical m a nufac­ 
turers that operatives get 
demoral 
ized by tins and fall into the habit of 
doing rough work. 
They thus dete­ 
riorate productions where the best an 
required. These scheme goods go out 
in some instances with the pottery’s 
hand on and are distributed to farnil 
ies all over the country. 
Although the 
latter can't complain if tin* quality cff 
goods given away doesn't prove to be 
satisfactory, yet they form 
a 
poor 
opinion of the 
pottery whose brand 
is on them, and are pretty sure not 
to buy any of this brand when p ur­ 
chasing.

W hat m ilitary officers m ost condemn 
in the recent escapade at W est Point, 
which has cost several cutlets so dear. 
is its near approach to technical mu­ 
tiny, says the New York Post’s special 
W ashington correspondent. They rea­ 
son that from posting the reveille gun 
in front of the com m andant’s quarters, 
with the muzzle aim ed straight at his 
door, to loading and firing it in that 
direction would have been but a short 
step, just as im itating a signature for 
am usem ent now and then heads a per­ 
son toward forgery. 
The guns at the Point, however, have 
alw ays played a conspicuous part In 
the outlaw revelries of the cadets. Cue 
instance is w ell remembered by officers 
who have not yet grown very gray and 
has been recalled by the events of the 
last few weeks. 
It w as in 1SSO. Colo­ 
nel IL M. Labelle w as then com m an­ 
dant of cadets aud Captain Edward J. 
MetTernaml one of the tactical offi­ 
cers. Those were the days of strict 
discipline, before baseball aud football 
aud other undignified but healthful 
sports had received the sanction of the 
authorities and given the youngsters a 
chance to work off' some of their super­ 
fluous energy. Both the officers m en­ 
tioned 
wore 
pretty 
keen disciplina­ 
rians and as a consequence not over­ 
flowing with popularity in the student 
circle. 
Word bad passed around the acad 
only 
by 
that 
freem asouary 
which 
eludes till pursuit that the last night of 
the year was to be celebrated by a 
som ew hat noisy demonstration of the 
cadets’ affection for McClernand, and 
he, getting Mind of it. had asked spe­ 
cially to be made officer in charge for 
that night. A fter bedtime bo made re­ 
peated visits to the barracks, but uot 
a sound Mas audible anywhere. The 
cadets seemed to be sleeping tile sleep 
of tin* just, and every light Mils out. 
The chapt I clock was striking tile mid­ 
night Ii* ur m lien a tremendous roar 
shook the* houses at the post. The post 
commander, the tactical officers aud 
others rushed out of their quarters, 
fearing that the magazine had been 
blown up. 
Investigation showed that 
the noise cattie from the field battery 
guns, itll of which bad been discharged. 
The m ountains were still faintly echo­ 
ing the roar when it Mas followed by 
a cannonade at Trophy Point, Mhere 
several of the captured Mexican guns 
were kept. 
McClernand had m eanwhile hastened 
to the barracks, but the first door he 
tried he found locked. 
He tried a sec­ 
ond and a third, M’lth the sam e result, 
and then dispatched an orderly for an 
ax. 
Before it could be brought another 
explosion sounded from the roof of the 
barracks. 
This proved to be one of

It then came 
out that, as already stated, the Mexi­ 
can gun on tile roof had been taken 
thither by hand.

cost may be judged by the fact that it 
took a company of engineers two days 
to restore the piece to its place.

is its near approach to technical m u ­ 
tiny, says the New York Post’s special 
Washington correspondent. They rea­ 
son th a t from posting the reveille gun 
in front of the com m andant's quarters, 
with the muzzle aimed straight at his 
door, to loading aud firing it in that 
direc tion would have been but a short 
ste p, just as Imitating a sig natu re for 
am usem ent now and then beads a jht- 
son toward forgery. 
The guns a t the Point, however, have 
alw ays played a conspicuous part in 
the outlaw revelries of the cadets. One 
instance is well remembered by officers 
who have not yet grown very gray and 
has been recalled by the events of the 
last few weeks. 
It was in 1SS0. Colo­ 
nel IL SI. Lazelle w as then co m m an ­ 
dant of cadets and Captain E d w ard J. 
Met dem and one of the tactical offi­ 
cers. 
Those were the days of strict 
discipline, before baseball aud football 
si ml 
other undignified but healthful 
sports hail received the sanction of the 
authorities and given the youngsters a 
(‘bailee to work off some of their super­ 
fluous energy.

For Its Aged Employees. 


VIEWED AS OO-OPERATIVE SCHEME

Officials of the Pullman company art 
arranging the details for a pension tie 
partment which will be established as 
soon as the plan is completed aud ap 
proved by the directory, says the CIU 
Cago Record Herald. 
It is said to bt 
tlte purpose of the company to place In 
effect a system which will be eompre 
bonnive and liberal to a degree ami 
which will embrace tile total force ol 
the company, numbering between 12, 
OUI) and 15,000 employees. 
The fact that the Pullman force em 
braces In the neighborhood of 7.(XKI 
colored men, acting as porters on sleep 1 
iug cars throughout the country, adds 
interest to the project. It is not known 
when the matter will be submitted ti 
the directory, but it will probably be 
I before the quarterly meeting In Au 
| gust. There is no doubt, however, that 
the members of the directory are in fa­ 
vor of a pension plan, aud it is said 
1 that the suggestion to Inaugurate oui 
came from that laxly. 
The preliminary work bas not pro­ 
gressed very far. The auditor bas been 
! instructed to gather data regarding tin 
j number of men employed in tile depart 
uients, the proper classification of tin 
service and the number of years each 
employee lins been in the service of tilt; 
company. 
Tliesedata have boon furnished bysev­ 
eral departments, and before long tile 
company’s attorney will begin drafting 
general rules and regulations for the 
government of the pension department. 
It is understood that the pension ays 
tem will embrace the SOO or more em­ 
ployees In the general offices, tile shop 
workmen In Pullman, Detroit, W il­ 
mington, Del., and St. Louis and every 
porter in the company’s employ. 
The 
capacity of tho Wilmington shops is 
about to be doubled, which will add 
several hundred to the roster. 
Iii es 
tablishiug a pension system the Pull­ 
man company will be following the 
Lead of several of the railroads, notably 
the Illinois Central, the Pennsylvania 
aud the Northwestern. 
Generally speaking, the system will 
be managed by ti board, to be made up 
of the otliccrs of the company, which 
shall have the i»ower to make and en­ 
force rules, determine the eligibility of 
employees.fix the amount of allowances 
and prescribe the conditions under 
which they shall be paid. 
It is understood that with shop hands 
aud sleeping car porters the age of tie 
years will be made the limit of service. 
Employees, however, who have reached 
the age of 55, and who have been con­ 
tinuously In tl»e service 'of the com 
pany for ten years, may retire upon a 
pension. The ages of compulsory aiel 
voluntary retirement aud the length of 
service required to entitle employees to 
receive pensions are yet to be deter­ 
mined. While the general plan used by 
the railroads will undoubtedly he fol 
lowed lu the Pullman system, it 
s 
likely that a wider latitude will be til 
lowed owing to the character of the 
serf leo. 
Th# following bnsis of paying pen­ 
sions Is the popular one aud will un 
doubtedly be considered by the com­ 
pany: For each year of service allow-1 
alice of I per ceut. of the average 
monthly pay received for the teu years 
preceding retirement; thus lf an em 
ploys# has been with the company for 
40 years aud has received ou au aver­ 
age for ten years $50 [x*r month regu­ 
lar wages, his pension allowance would 
be 40 lier cent of $50, or $20 per mom li­ 
lt is understood that a liberal sum 
will be set aside as a guarantee by the 
company that the pensions will he paid 
and that a rule will be put lu force pre- 
venting the employment of persons w ho . 
have reached a certain age. 


In connection with the proposed sys­ 
tem it is said that tile officials of the 
company consider it in the light of a 
co-operative plan. Inasmuch as it per­ 
mits of an employee enjoying a fair pro­ 
portion of the company’s earnings after 
he becomes Incapacitated by reason of 
old age. 
The officials of large corporations are 
also beginning to view the pension plan 
as a safe and equitable solution of 
many labor difficulties, and it is gener­ 
ally believed that the practice of pen­ 
sioning tile aged will become general 
with companies demanding large capi­ 
talization. 
The Pullman board to which the plan 
will be submitted is made up of the 
following: Marshall Field, O. S. A. 
Sprague, Henry C. Hulburt, Henry It. 
Reed, Robert T. Lincoln, Norman B. 
Ream, William Iv. Vanderbilt, J. Pier- 
pont Morgan, F. W. Vanderbilt and W. 
Seward Webb.

tu rers of steel, tin plate and o th er pro­ 
ducts in the m anufacture 
of

g rea t quantities of iron and s t e e l are 
used. 
lie m aintained that 
the formation 
of any com bination that gives men 
Such great power as is wielded by the 
heads of the various tru sts Is a m en­ 
ace to the people. 
Ho ridiculed the 
idea (hat publicity would remedy or 
curb tho trusts, and frankly stated lie 
knew no remedy for them. He showed 
th at the biggest tru sts were greatly 
overcapitalized, 
and 
Hie 
inference 
may be drawn th at the public will 
som e day grow w eary of buying wat- 
tered stock at tile behest of tru st pro­ 
m oters. 
Concerning the tariff, Mr. Tayler a n ­ 
nounced the general principle that the 
history of the country for th e past 
few years aud the present conditions 
dem and th at th ere should not be the ! 
slightest relaxing of the tariff princi­ 
ple as nowf embodied in the Dingley I 
bill. 


T he relation of the tariff to trusts, 
he said, is only incidental. The la n g ­ 
ley law embodies, he said. the 
idea 
th a t the Am erican civilisation is on a 
higher plane than any other, and re­ 
quires a higher reward for its labor 
to m aintain that excellence. 
W hen 
ever th e labor cost is g reater than 
elsew here it is necessary that there 
should 
la* 
an 
equalizing influence. 
such as the Dingley law, 
Primarily, 
therefore, the protective tariff was In 
th e interest of labor. Even the far­ 
m er, he said, gets a reciprocal bentlet. 
T rusts were not the outgrowth of pro­ 
tection, though 
some

might 
thrive under it, just as the su n might 
cause weeds to grow.
